REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF WARSAW HIGH SCHOOL. 


In our last report to this body, we stated that we had leased the build- 
ing and premises for a term of years to the principal of the school, Elder 
J.N.Stallings. Various improvements have been made on or about the 
premises since taking charge thereof, and others will continue to be done 
as occasion and circumstances may require. Through the'characteristic 
zeal of the principal, and commendable faithfulness of an efficient corps 
of teachers, the school is now better than it has been at any time hereto- 
fore. A finished education can be acquired at this school in the depart- 
ment of literature, music and the fine arts; theinstructors all being fully 
equipped for their work, and exhibiting an untiring diligence and earn- 
estness in their efforts toimpart instruction to those commtited to their 
care. A necessary course of discipline, pale but affectionately admin- 
istered, both in and out of the school, is another admirable feature in its 
character : and nothing now remains to be done to make all its\most 
sanguine friends ever contemplated, but to give it the cordial and un- 
divided support of all the churches within the limits of the Eastern 
Association. Indeed, it isthe equal of any school in the State; is eminent- 
ly worthy of the patronage of all our people. The last session numbered 
fifty-five students. The present one has about the same number, and we 
can double it by the next session of this body if we choose. Dear 
brethren, let us accomplish this object.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES. ~ 


We have the painful duty of fnnouncing the deaths of some yaluable 
brethren, which have occured during the past year. Benjathin Oliver, 
the son Rev, Francis Oliver, was born in Duplin County, N.-C.,-on the 
15th day of March, 1808. His mother’s maiden name was Sarah Barrow, 
who was born and reared in Onslow County, N. GC. * His father was a 
Biptist minister, widely known, and dearly beloved by those who knew 
him. He died when thé subject of this notice was quite young; his early 


her son. He was baptized into the fellowship of Bear Marsh Church by . 


Elder ‘Henry Swinson, J uly, 18382. Hewas Shortly after: then elected 4 
Deacon of that church, and served faithfully in that Capacity .till his 
death. He-was elected: Mo lerator of the Union Association, now 
Eastern, in 1845, and held such position at differéme times until 1865. 
We donot know the exact time when he was elected a member of ourEx- 
ecutive Committee, but the records of 1844 show reports: from him as its 
ehairman.and he remained one of that body until his life closed. On 


“account of bodily infirmity, he ‘did not serve wS Cnairman of the com- 


mittee his last two years, but continued to advise about its proceedings 
unto the last. The great work. of his life seemed te be the fostering of 
associational missions; and in the interest of this great Christian euter- 
prise, he fave much of his precious time; and of his means, purely for its 
promotion. He attended every session of the Association forty-eight 
years, and was a delegate every .year of that period except one, when he 
was excused at his own request, owing to imfirmity of body. “He aided 
in organizing the body now known as the Minister’s Relief Soctety, and 
Was its chairman several. years. The. only civil position he ever held was 
that of magistrate. Having been reared under religious: influences, his 
mind seemed to’ go in that direction, and his heart being washed ini the 
blood of Jesus, he sought not the honors .of tbis world; but was content 
to hold such positions in the church as would enable him to promote the 
Master’s: cause. Educational] facilities being few in. his early life, 
he obtained but little mental cultivation: then, * but’ by dint. of 
perseverance and close application to Study, -he: became a man of 
rare intelligence. He was a: great lover of: history, science and 
agricultural . works; but. the Bible was prized as the grand store- 
house of mental’ ore, and was his guide to heaven. He began. 
life as ‘a: mechanic of small means, but by . untiring energy and 
prudence.acquired a comfortable living. He. was the firm friend of edu-

That there is glaring in- 
consistency here cannot be denied. This state of affairs is not only in- 
consistent, but is not conduc ive to their prosperity or devlopment: it is 
rather a great drawback. Our pastors can do little more than preach to 
their cengregations, and their pastoral duties. apart from preaching 
mInust go ents A church will certainly deans even under great 
preaching, if there be no pastoral work. It is written, “Thou shalt not 
muzzle the ox when he treadeth out the corn,” and our Lord has written 

The laborer is worthy of his hire.” Our churches with this light before 
their eyes, cannot fail to see that it lies with them whether t¢ ey shall 
have an efficient ministry or not. ‘Ifthe churches withhold from pastors 
that support which is their due, and which the New Testament allows, 
the present condition of affairs must remain as itis. We therefore earn- 
pire recommend that the churches loose the hands of their pastors, and 
enable them to devote their entire time to the Master’s rk.

CONSTITUTION OF THE EASTERN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE 1. This Association shall be denominated and known as the 
Eastern Association. ; 

Art. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of Christ’s 
Kingdom among men ;and the means of accomplishirg this shall be in 
strict conformity to the New Testament. 

Arr 8, This Association shall be composed of delegates chosen by the 
churches connected with it, each church being entitled to three delegates, 
who shall be members of that church. aah} 

Ar. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter, certifying 
their appointment, and communicating information relative to the state 
of the church ; Provided hewever, That when any church has prepared a 
letter and through inadvertence the letter fails to be presented, her dele- 
gates may be received without its presentation. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, Clerk 
and Treasurer, who shall be annually chosen from among its members 
by ballot, by a majority of the members voting, and continue in office 
until their successors are elected. 

ArRt?. 6. 1t shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an observance 
of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide all ques- 
tions of order, give his opinion on any question under discussion after 
others have spoken, and give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceedings of 
each annual session and superintend their printing and distribution 


“among the churches. 


ArT. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds sent 
up by the churches, or collected during the session of this body, and dis- 
burse the same as ordered by the Association. He shall also make to the 
Association an annual report of the condition of the Treasury. 

_ ArT. 9. The Association shall appointan Executive Committee of 
seven members, which committee shall have the superintendence of As- 
sociational Missions and Colportage. They shall have power to disburse 
all sums paid by the Treasurer of the Association for the objects under 
their charge, and during intervals between the meetings of this ‘body to 
receive and disburse funds for those objects and to take such steps for 
their advancement as they shall deem advisable, and shall make an an- 
‘nual report to the Association of their doings. 

A RT. 10. The Association shall not maintain fellowship with any of 
her churches which neglect to preserve gospel order. 

ArT. 11. The Association may invite visiting and corresponding breth- 
ae rs seats, and extend to them all the privileges of the body except that 
of voting. 

_ ART. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence on 


' Tuesday after the first Lord’s day in October, at such place as may be 


chosen. 
ART. 13. By appointment of the Association, there shall be an Intro- 
ductory Sermon of a denominational character, and a Missionary Sermon. 
Arv. 14. This Constitution may be amended at any annual session by 
a vote of two-thirds of the meuibers present.
